General Butler Talking to a Rebel

The Norfolk~New Regime of March 29th 


publishes a two-column report of the ex- 
amination of Rev. George ~D. Armstrong, 
of that city, by G»neral Butler" This ia 
tho same clergyman who was recently sen- 
tenced to imprisonment at Fort Hatteros 
for his rebel sentiments. An aid of Gen. 
Butler conducted the first examination, 
but tho General himself afterwards made 
a careful personal investigation, cross- 
quostioning Mn Armstrong vary sharply. 
The following are extracts from the report 
of the interview: 


General Butler—I perceive that in your 


former examination you declined this ques- 
tion : "Do you call ydurself a loyal tnan 
in letter and spirit to-dey ?" 
j Mr. Armstrong—I do not decline to an- 
swer now; if I were to put my own inter- 
pretation "upon'it, I should say I am j but 
I don't know, sir. 


General—Well, nir, perhaps I can teach 


you. Now, sir, what is tho name of that 
gentleman who had taken the oath, and 
wltilo coming out of tho Custom House 
with'you, mado tho remark that ho "would 
liko to spit upon the northern Yankees." 
, Mr.. A.—Mr. Chas. Reid. I declined to 
answer on my former examination, because 
I had. not his consent to tell, nir; but 
since that I have seen him, and he has 
given mo his consent to mention his name. 


General—Whore is Mr, Ileid ? . , 
Mr. A.—He is in Norfolk. 
General—(to an aide,) Telegraph to 


Col. Wholdon, (Provost Marshal, Norfolk,} 
to arrest Mr. Charles Reid, and send him 
hero. Ho lives on Main stront. 
• General—Ho stated that, as ho oame 
out from taking tho oath ?

Mr. A.—Yes, sir. 
General—With the oath fresh on his 


lips, and tho words hardly dry in his 
mouth, he said ho "wanted to spit in the 
faces of the northern Yankees?" -

Mr. A.—Well, General, ho took it with 


tho same view as I did. 


General—I agree to that, sir, 
Mr. A.—I meant to say— 
General.—Stop, sir, I don't liko to be in- 


milted. You said, sir, that that inferna.1 
secessionist wanted to spit in tho faces of 
loyal men of this Union, and that you took 
tho oath with tho same view as he did, or 
rathor ho took it with the samo view that 
you did—it makes no difference which. I 
agree, sir, that you did. 
I have treated 


you, sir, during this interview, with pro- 
priety and courtesy up to this moment, 
and yet you, sir, hero tell mo, in order to 
clear this vilo wretch, who shall bo pun- 
ished as ho deserves, that you took tho 
oath to my government with the same view 
that he did. • 


Mr. A,—Well, .sir, it was a mortifying 


fact to confess that wo woro u conquered 
people; and it was the irritation growing 
out of that fact. 


General.—You have not helped it, sir. 


You had not better go on in that direction 
any further, sir, for your own sake. Now, 
sir, while you did preach a very virulent 
sermon up'on "Tho victory of Manaasas," 
at the recommendation of the Confederate 
Congress, havo you over since preached in 
vour pulpit a sermon favorable to the 
llnion cause, or ono that would bo likely 
to please tho loyal, and displease tho dis- 
loyal? 


Mr. A.—No sir, I never havo. 
After some further questioning the ex- 


amination was continued as follows: 


General.—You said you looked upon the 


hanging of John Brown as just and right 
because ho interfered with the peace of 
tho country. 


Mr. A.—Yes. sir. 
General.—"Very good, sir. Now, then, 


would you look upon the hanging of the 
prominent rebo)n, Jefferson Davis for in- 
stance, as just and right. 
You know the 


rebels have interfered with the peaco of 
the country and havo caused rivera of blood 
to flow where John Brown only caused 
pints. What do you say to that? 


Mr. A.—I would not, sir. 
General.—Are your sympathies with the 


Union or Confederate cause? 


Mr. A.—With the Confederates.- 
Thp examination concluded with the 


following order from the General: 
" Make an order that this man bo com- 


mitted to tho guard house, in close con- 
finement, thoro to remain until he can be 
consigned to fort Hatteras, there to be 
kept in solitary confinement until further 
orders ; and send a copy of this examina- 
tion to tho officer in command there."

DISMISSAL OF ARMY OFFICERS t 


FROM WASHINGTON, 


, WASHINGTON, April C,—A total defeat 
of tho National Bank or Currency bill, by 
so large a vote as two-thirds^ astonishes 
both its friends and foes, especially ns so 
much timo hnd been consumed in efforts 
ito perfect it. 


All of tho amendments mado in Com- 


'mittoo of tho Whole, about sixty in num- 
ber, had been concurred in. 
Tho Com- 


mittee on Wnys nnd Moans was willing 
to adopt all but two, and hence Represen- 
tative StovPiiB offered a substitute differing 
from tho nmtndcd bill only in tho fol- 
lowing particulars, viz : " Restoring tho 
uniform 7 por cantnm interest, and leaving 
it under National not State legislation, and 
omitting tho section which lolt the capital 
Htock of tho institution to bo taxed the 
same as the property of individuals for 
State and municipal purposes. 


Tho IIoiiHu emphatically disagreed to 


this substitute. 
This was tlio turning 


point in the controversy—the tost that de- 
termined whether the bill containing tho 
clauses obnoxious to the prominent friends 
of tho mensuro should pass tho House. So 
it was laid upon tho table on tho motion 
of Mr. Stevens, some of his own political 
friends voting with thoso on tho opposite 
side, who wero from tho beginning, op- 
po-ed to this measure of finance.

Tho Tennessee ran 
down from Powell, and rebel desortors say 
she was expected to sink our whole fleet.
